REPORT 


OF THE 


Superintending School Committee. 


C1iTIzENS OF HOLDERNESS: 


Having attended to the duties assigned me, I report as follows: 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


Two terms; Summer term taught by Miss Emma Thompson. 
Length of school, 8 weeks. Wages of teacher, board included, 
$23 per month. ‘Teacher’s salary, $28. Whole number of schol- 
ars, 9; average, 7. Number attending to Reading 8, Spelling 8, 
Penmanship 6, Arithmetic 7, Geography 7, Grammar 3, Com- 
position 2, History 1, Algebra 1. 

The teacher seemed to put forth her best efforts to make the 
school what it should be, yet owing to outside influences, adverse 
to the prosperity of any school, her success was not so good as 
could have been desired. 

Winter term taguht by Miss Angie B. Smith. Length of school, 
8 weeks. Wages of teacher, board included, $26. Teacher’s 
salary, $36. Whole numberof scholars, 11; average, 10. Num- 
ber attending to Reading 11, Spelling 11, Writing 8, Arithmetic 
7, Geography 6, Grammar 4, Composition 3, History 1, Book- 
keeping 1. 

The marked contrast in this school, this term, shows plainly 
what can be done by an experienced and well qualified teacher. 
The order, discipline and proficiency of the school, were excel- 
lent; truly it may be said, ‘Order was brought out of chaos.”’ 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 

Two terms; both taught by Miss Angie B. Smith. Summer 
term, 8 weeks. Wages of teacher, board included, $22. Whole 
number of scholars from Holderness, 5; average, 4. Teacher’s 
salary, $28. Number attending to Reading 5, Spelling 5. 
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Winter term. Length of term, 10 weeks. Wages of teacher, in- 
cluding board, $28. Teacher’s salary, $45, Whole number of 
scholars, 6; average, 4. Number of children between five and 
fifteen years, not attending any school, 5. Number attending to 
Reading 6, Spelling 6. 

As this district is a union with Ashland and under the super- 
vision of the committee of that town, it will be more fully reported 
by him, the same being reported to me by register. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


Two terms. Summer term taught by Miss Emma A. Ethridge. 
Length of school, 6 weeks. Wages of teacher, board included, 
$22. Teacher’s salary, $21. Whole number of scholars, 22; 
average attendance, 18. Number attending to Reading 22, Spell- 
ing 22, Penmanship 9, Arithmetic 14, Geography 7, Grammar 2. 

Winter term taught by. the same teacher. Length of school, 
7 weeks. Wages of teacher board included, $24. ‘Teacher’s 
salary, $28. Whole number of scholars, 22; average, 18. Num- 
ber attending to Reading 20, Spelling 20, Writing 9, Arithmetic 
14, Grammar 2, Geography 2. 

The summer term of this school was a fair success; the schol- 
ars made fair advancement in their studies. 

Winter term. Although the labors of the teacher were arduous, 
and were performed with fidelity, yet they failed to produce those 
relations which are only to be found in a well regulated and .or- 
derly school. This school needs a thorough disciplinarian, to 
make it what it should be. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


One term of 13 weeks, taught by Miss Clara C. Perkins. Wages 
of teacher, board included, $18. Teacher’s salary, $26. Whole 
number of scholars, 18; average, 12. Number of pupils attending 
to Reading 16, Spelling 16, Writing 6, Arithmetic 12, Geography 
4. 

This was the teacher’s first effort, in which she was most admir- 
ably successful. Good order, thorough instruction and marked 
improvement, were the general features of the school.

DISTRICT NO. 5. 


One term, taught by Clara C. Perkins. Length of school, 15 
weeks. Wages of teacher per month, including hoard, $20. 
Teacher’s salary, $33.75. Whole number of scholars,11; average 
attendance, 7. Number attending to Reading 11, Spelling 11, 
Writing 7, Arithmetic 10, Geography 4. 

As in Number 4, so in Number 54, this teacher has been very 
successful. ‘The school has been very prosperous. Thorough in 
struction, good order and marked improvement, are the leading 
features of the school. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


One term of 9 weeks, taught by Miss C. Josie Huckins. 
Wages of teacher, board included, $28. ‘Teacher’s salary, $36. 
Whole number of scholars, 10; average, 8. Number attending 
to Reading 10, Spelling 10, Writing 5, Arithmetic 9, Grammar 
2, Geography 4. 

This has been a prosperous schoo]. The instruction given was 
thorough. Good success has been the ruling element. 


DISTRICT NO. 7. 


One term of 10 weeks, taught by Miss C. Josie Huckins. 
Wages of teacher per month, board included, $26. Teacher’s 
salary. $40. Whole number of scholars, 19; average, 13. Num- 
ber attending to Reading 19, Spelling 19, Penmanship 10, Arith- 
metic 12, Geography 1. 

This school has been very satisfactorily taught by a well quali- 
fied teacher. The closing examination showed a thoroughness of 
instruction, and a very marked improvement in every department 
of the school.

One term of 11 fweeks, taught by Miss Addie E. Huckins, a 
graduate of the Normal School. Wages of teacher, board included, 
$26 per month. ‘Teacher’s salary, $49.50. Whole number of 
scholars, 16 ; average attendance, 12. Number of pupils attend- 
to Reading 16, Spelling 16, Penmanship 6, Arithmetic 12, Geogra- 
phy 4, Grammar 1. 
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At the closing examination of this school, its general appear- 
ance, both for instruction, order and advancement, was very 
creditable both to teacher and scholars. 

A term of four weeks of private school was taught by the 
same teacher, prior to the fall term, which added materially, to 
the general advancement of the school. Sum contributed, $19.

Number attending to Reading 20, Spelling 20, Writing 10, Arith- 
metic 21, Geography 12, Grammar 12, Book-keeping 3, Algebra 
3. 

This district has again been very fortunate in the choice of its 
teachers. The thorough course of instruction, the good order and 
close application to study, renders this school one of the best in 
town.

The 
teacher gave good satisfaction, and the scholars made good im- 
provement. ;

Most of our schools, the 
past season, have been taught by teachers from our own town, 
some of whom are as good as the best.

Our schools have made very good progress. Our teachers, gen- 
erally, have been faithful to their trust, while the pupils, as a 
whole, have evinced a determination to excel in all their studies. —
